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ROAD ACCOUNT. 


RY vote of the town some years ago the fiscal year com- 
mences on the first of January of each year, and ends 
December 31st. The appropriations made in March at the 
annual meeting cover this period, viz.: the fiscal year. By 
examination of the Road account it will appear that there 
was expended previous to January 1, 1887, $579.39. The 
appropriation for the year 1886 was more than exhausted 
before this expenditure was made, consequently it was paid 
and charged to the road account of 1887. We were informed 
by counsel that this should not have been done, that the ap- 
propriation for the year 1887 was for that year alone. There- 
fore the amount $579.39 remains as a debt, to be provided 
for in the future. 

There is also in this account a charge of $140.87 for work 
done grading near the railroad station. The railroad com- 
pany asks the town to beara portion of this expense as it 
was done in part to improve the appearance around the 
locality. We learn also that it is the intention of the railroad 
company to further improve the grounds in the spring, by 
setting trees and shrubs. We permitted this work to be 
done by the advice of very many of our citizens. An article 
will be inserted in the warrant for the March meeting to see 
what portion of this the town will pay, which we recommend.

In closing our report, we would say that the general con- 
dition of the town farm varies but little from the year 
previous. The crops raised the past year are somewhat 
better than the average. The quantity of potatoes put into the 
cellaris larger than for many years. The hay crop compares 
favorably with former years; but taking into consideration 
that the condition of the inmates is such that but little work 
is obtained from them, it is very questionable, when we con- 
sidcr the amount paid out for labor, whether farming is a 
branch of the institution that pays it way for the town. 

The buildings are in a fair condition, and some repairs in 
the way of shingling have been made upon the roof of the 
almshouse. The present arrangement by which the insane 
are let out together inthe yard, is not what it should be, and 
we recommend that some changes be made by having sep- 
arate yards for males and females. As the subject of a new 
almshouse is now in the hands of a committee chosen at the 
last annual March meeting, we forbear at this time recom- 
mending some needed changes and improvements that seem 
to be called for, to make the safety and comfort of the 
inmates what it should be, if it is the intention to continue 
the occupancy of the present building.

Jonathan Bourne, of New Bedford, we are reminded of his 
remembrance of the poor of his native town, who, from age 
or misfortune, have become the recipient of charity, by pro-

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT. 


TO THE CHAIRMAN AND GENTLEMEN OF THE SCHOOL COM- 
MITTEE OF SANDWICH : 


In compliance with the rules of the board, and long es- 
tablished custom, I respectfully present my annual report, for 
the school year 1887-8, ending Feb. 4th. 


At the annual meeting of the School Board, it was 
organized by the choice of John E. Pratt, chairman, and 
Chas. Dillingham, secretary. Subsequently Messrs. Pratt 
Stevens and Dillingham, were chosen Committeeon the High 
School and text-books, and Chas. Dillingham Superinten- 
dent. 


Just before the close of the school year, the following 
note was received from Dr. Pratt. No action was taken on 
the matter for some time, hoping the gentleman would recon- 
sider his action, and recall his resignation; but for reasons 
which the letter will explain he declined so doing, very much 
to the regret of every member of the Board: 


SANDWICH, June 22, 1887. 

To the School Board of Sandwich: 

I have this day sent to the Selectmen my resignation as 
a member of the School Board, to take effect at the close of 
of the present school year. I cannot refrain from saying a 
few words in this connection to the Board. I hold it to be 
the duty of every citizen to render puplic service to some 
extent, in whatever capacity he may be deemed competent 
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to act, even at a cost to his personal interests, if need be. If 
he do not he shows himself ungrateful for his citizenship. I 
feel that for the present, at least, I have fulfilled the obliga- 
tion, and suffered the cost. I cannot retire, however, with- 
out expressing to you my gratitude for courteous and friendly 
considerations. My relations with you have been pleasant 
without exception, and I cannot sever those relations, nor 
yield the duties of my office, without pain at the sacrifice of 
personal pleasure.

At a joint meeting of the Selectmen and School Board, 
on the 3d of December, EK. S. Whittemore, Esq., was elected 
to fill the vacancy, and subsequently chosen chairman. 


By a vote of the town some years ago, all the schools 
were to be in session eight months—thirty-two weeks— 
except the High School, which was not to exceed ten 
months. The time of opening the schools, with the excep- 
tion of the High and village primaries, varies in different 
localities, to accommodate one of the leading and growing 
industries of Barnstable County, viz.: cranberry culture. This 
fruit is generally ready to be gathered the first of September 
and continues into October, frequently to the last. Until 
there is some other way devised, by which this fruit can be 
harvested, than that now practised, very many children of 
school age will absent themselves from the schools ; so many, 
in fact, that it is found altogether impracticable to open the 
mixed and middle grade schools until “cranberry picking is 
over.”’ Many families find the proceeds of this employment 
very convenient and oftentimes necessary in clothing their 
children comfortably during the winter. It has therefore 
been the custom to leave the opening of the fall term with 
the local committees, to arrange the time to suit the con- 
venience of their immediate neighborhoods. These facts are 
mentioned to answer the oft repeated inquiry, ‘Why must 
our children be kept out of school from the first of July to 
the middle or last of October ?”’ 
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In some towns, I learn, there is a short term of three or 
four weeks, in August, then a vacation of four or six weeks. 
This seems to us only a waste of time and money. Very 
little can be done in so short a time, no real advantage 
gained. The present plan, therefore, seems to be the only 
just and practical method of dealing with the difficulty, so 
long, at least, as the school year is limited to eight months. 
I trust, therefore, those parents whom fortune has favored 
with such an abundance of “this world’s goods” that they do 
not require the pittance their children can earn “cranberry- 
picking”’, will see its justice and yield their wishes to accom- 
modate the majority. 

School Buildings, etc. 

The number of schools, buildings, and teachers, remains 
the same as last year, viz.: eight buildings, twelve schools, 
and thirteen teachers. The past six weeks an assistant has 
been employed in the Grammar department, on School St. 
The buildings are all now in good repair; no extensive out- 
lays will be required for some years to come. The Interme- 
diate room on School street has been re-seated with single. 
desks, the walls and woodwork painted, adding much to its 
appearance and convenience. The Grammar school-room 
has also been painted, and the ceiling whitened. The West 
Primary room has been painted and the walls kalsomined. 
Single desks should be put into this room as soon as the 
finances of the town will admit. 


With single desks the schools are more easily governed, 
pupils have fewer inducements to do wrong, the teacher’s 
time is less occupied in matters of discipline, and many 
other benefits accrue that are not necessary to detail. 

General condition of the Schools. 

As we take a review of the work in the schools during 
the past year, it is my sincere conviction that some substan- 
tial gain has been made in the quality of instruction and the 
general morale. I sincerely believe that our children are 
above the average in good conduct, and equal to any in intel- 
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ligence ; that we have onthe whole a corps of teachers of 
ability and fidelity, who are receiving the cordial support of 
parents and citizens generally. It is not claimed, however, 
that our system is perfect, or that it cannot be improved. 
Our schools, except the High School, are deficient in proper 
apparatus for illustration, and for teaching subjects presented 
after more natural methods. Those grades in which tables 
of weight, measure and distance, are taught, should be sup- 
plied with scales, measures, etc., that by performing the 
operations involved in their use with the instruments them- 
selves, more defiinite conceptions may be acquired by the 
pupils. 

In no one of our school-rooms is there a globe larger 
than eight inches, and but two of these, the rest being only 
five or six, and all much worn and defaced. We should have 
at least six twelve-inch globes, made of substantial materials. 
We need also several globes of the same size with plain, 
black slated surfaces, for use of the crayon. Some of the 
rooms are deficient in modern wall maps. We are now 
required by law to have taught in our schools the subject of 
Hygiene, particularly in connection with the use of stimu- 
lants and narcotics. There should be in every room where 
the subject is taught from text-books, charts for illustration, 
especially those showing the effects of the continued use of 
alcohol upon the stomach, brain, etc. These things would 
be of very great service in imparting instruction, and should 
be supplied in part at once. 


Should I be asked, from what source would I get the 
means, I should answer, by cutting off a portion of the ex- 
pense we are now at for stationery and other supplies ; 
which should be done not alone on account of the cost, but 
on account of the wasteful habits our children are contract- 
ing. I do not refer now to books; they are generally well 
cared for and last as long as we can reasonably expect; but 
in the matter of other supplies there is certainly a waste 
somewhere. I suggest that before the next annual meeting 
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of the Board, the purchasing agent prepare a list of all sup- 
plies, and the cost, furnished each room during the past 
year. 


The Grammar School. 


During the last three years this school has numbered 
over sixty pupils. I attribute this large increase, in part, to 
free text-books. The same may be said of the attendance 
at the High School. 


It will readily be seen that it is an impossibility for one 
teacher to do justice to so large a number of pupils. The 
Statutes provide, ‘That in every public school having an 
average of fifty scholars the school district or town to which 
such school belongs, sza// employ one or more female assist- 
ants, unless such district or town, at a meeting called for the 
purpose, votes to dispense with such assistant.” Just before 
the close of the fall term I arranged to employ an assistant, 
and shall continue to do so until the close of the winter term. 


The importance of this school is not fully recognized, I 
think, by many parents. It being the last grade before en- 
tering the High School, it is oftentimes overshadowed by the 
attractions of the latter. I would not have the High School 
any less worthy the confidence of the public than it is now, 
but I would have the Grammar School improved; in doing 
this both would be improved. Those who enter the High 
School would be better qualified to enter upon the work 
there, and those whose school life ends upon leaving the 
Grammar School, which is by far the larger part, would cer- 
tainly be better fitted to enter upon the duties of an active 
life. 

The Grammar School has not in former years, and does 
not now, bear favorable comparison with the lower grades. In 
saying this I do not mean to cast any reflections upon the 
teachers, past or present: they have done all that could be 
expected of them under the circumstances. I have been sur- 
prised that they have been able to accomplish as much. The 
present principal is doing good work; the progress of the 
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pupils and the general appearance of the school are very sat- 
isfactory. As has been previously stated, for the past three 
years the school has been overcrowded with pupils, more 
than one teacher could possibly instruct with anything like 
the thoroughness such a school requires. The teacher has 
had no time to deal with individual pupils, only as a whole, 
or, at best, with the two classes of thirty or more members 
each. 

The question arises: “How can it be improved?” I 
answer, first, by employing a greater teaching force, second, 
by adding another month to the school year, making it thirty- 
six weeks. This can be done without any injustice to any 
part of the town. It will be seen by the table of statistics 
on another page, that the average cost per pupil on School 
street is less than most of the schools. It would also remove 
one great difficulty we now have in securing and retaining 
experienced teachers, viz: the short school year. Very few 
can, or will, afford to be idle four months in the year. 
Lastly, by offering such compensation as will secure a high 
order of ability, and the most efficient service. 


The influence of the teacher in moulding the character 
and in shaping the destiny of those intrusted to him is beyond | 
computation. In no one of our schools are the consequences 
dependent upon the proper instruction and right direction of 
the children of more importance than in this; consequently 
a high standard of qualifications is demanded, and a corres- 
ponding remuneration must be given. 

I do, therefore, strenuously recommend that something 
be done at the beginning of another school year, to strengthen 
this school; either by adopting the suggestions made above, 
or in some other way, as may be deemed most expedient by 
the Board. | 

The mixed schools, and three of the graded schools, with 
one exception, are under the instruction of native teachers, 
graduates from the High School. Most of these are doing 
successful work; but I do again urge the necessity ofa 
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training course, either in some one of the normal or training 
schools, to supplement the work of the High School. Our 
young ladies would find such a course of very great assist- 
ance, not only in teaching, but in discipline. The great 
secret of controlling a school successfully is not in the physi- 
cal strength of the teacher, but in the power to interest the 
children in their work. The problem in school government 
is, how to keep the children busy. “A busy school governs 
itself, an idle school nobody can govern.” 


The number of children in the outlying schools is con- 
stantly diminishing, and, from present appearances, must 
continue to diminish. For example: in the school at Forest- 
dale, ten years ago, there were enrolled twenty-two pupils; 
to-day there are ten. The three schools in the south part 
of the town number twenty-six pupils. | The total cost of 
these the past year has been $868.62, an average of $33.40 
per scholar. 


It has been a question for some years, in most of the 
towns in the State, where the population is centering in the 
villages, how some of the small schools in the outlying dis- 
tricts could be closed, and the pupils transferred to some 
other schools, to their advantage, as well as to the interests 
of the towns. The State, recognizing the waste of time and 
energy that is always incident to a scattered, ungraded 
system of schools, has aided action in such cases by special 
statute. 


Either one of the buildings in the districts mentioned 
would conveniently accommodate the children of all. Could 
not the pupils at Forestdale and Farmersville be transported 
to Wakeby, which is about the geographic centre, during the 
spring and fall terms, and during the winter continue the 
schools as they are now? Imake this suggestion as the 
only practical solution, and offer it for the consideration of 
all interested. 
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The High School. 

As this school has a long well-established reputation, its © 
merits are so well understood and appreciated by its patrons 
and the public generally, it seems unnecessary for me to enter 
upon any discussion of its work or methods. The report 
of the principal, made at my request, is testimony of the 
interest of the pupils and faithfulness of the teachers. 

A class of nine graduated last year ; the exercises, which 
were of unusual interest, being held in the Casino, before the 
largest audience ever assembled in Sandwich on such an 
occasion. The following are the graduates :

Report of the Principal of the High School. 
SANDWICH, MaAss., Feb. 27, 1888. 
CHARLES DILLINGHAM, Esqg., Supt. of Schools. 

My Dear Sir:—In compliance with your request for a 
few facts in reference to the work of the High School, I have 
thought of a few notes, which follow. 

In looking over the school register, I find that the gen- 
eral attendance of the school has been very good,—a fact 
which was noted in aletter to you a yearago. I regard this 
as not only creditable, but quite remarkable, as the country 
High School, under the most favorable circumstances, is sub- 
ject to influences which tend to lower records of good 
attendance. The distance of the home from the school- 
house, the absence of means of transportation, and, perhaps, 
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a system of school government not so strict in its require- 
ments, as may be found in larger towns and cities,—may be 
cited as illustrations. Surely an average of fifty-five present, 
out of a membership of fifty-six, during the month of Decem- 
ber, is a record which few. schools can equal, and, in my 
judgment, none can surpass, throughout the State. There 
has been a great deal of sickness, however, during the 
present term, more, perhaps, than has ever occurred before 
during the winter season; from ten to fifteen, on an average, 
being absent for a period of three or four weeks. ° It has 
seriously affected the work of the school; for no scholar 
can be absent a day without injury to himself and the class 
_ to which he belongs. 


It has ever been the aim of the present management to 
maintain a thorough discipline, not only that proper atten- 
tion to study might be obtained, but that the highly impor- 
tant lessons of obedience and respect for the rights of others 
might be learned. The system adopted has not been a rigid 
compliance to rules and their corresponding penalties, but, 
rather, an attempt to lead the pupils to adopt for themselves 
a behavior towards their fellow-students, consistent only with 
a gentlemanly or ladylike character, kindly, yet firmly, insist- 
ing that such deportment .is the first requisite of a High 
School course. I think the results have fully justified the 
method employed. | 


It is sometimes forgotten that there are two other sides 
of school life, in addition to the educational, which in our 
ambition we endeavor to put so high. . The-school is a world 
in itself, small, to be sure, but just as truly a school of ex- 
perience. A boy may become an apt mathematician and a 
clear thinker, but unless the social and moral character’ of 
the school is carefully moulded, many influences will surely 
arise which may turn aside the trained intellect from paths 
of right thinking, yielding future blessing and honor,to a 
course of criminal smartness, the most dangerous element of 
society. In fact, many eminent educators'consider the moral 
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and the social sides of a pupil’s education in the public school 
secondary to no other. It would be very discouraging, if no 
general improvement could be discerned in our school from 
year to year. It is not enough, in these days of activity and 
progress in educational ideas, to keep the standard of the 
school as high as it has been in the past; and yet it re- 
quires a great effort to make a good school a better one: 
There has been a general improvement in application to 
study. From statistics gathered recently, the average time 
devoted to work by the pupils daily, is found to be almost an 
hour longer than the average of a year ago. In a number of 
instances a greater personal interest is shown. Especially is 
this true in reference to the work of some whose standing 
was not satisfactory at the beginning of the course. Still, 
the work ofa majority of the scholars is not what it should 
be. Sufficient time is spent to obtain excellent results. In 
many cases, however, it cannot be called study, but rather an 
aimless attempt to fasten the eyes to the work assigned, 
while the thought is in some far-off dreamland. What. is 
needed, isa closer application, primarily, for better recitations, 
but, ultimately, that the true purpose of an education may be 
attained,—the training of the mind for the severe tests of 
practical life. In elocution, and other rhetorical exercises, the 
work of the school is in most cases excellent, remarkable en- 
thusiasm having been aroused. 

But in the most practical part of such drill,—the recita- 
tion of lessons,-—the pupils speak so low that their nearest 
classmates hear them with difficulty. It is an evil very diffi- 
cult to contend with, and serious in its results, and yet, one 
which exists, as I learn from inquiry, in nearly all schools on 
the Cape. Perhaps it might be remedied by persistent drill 
in earlier school life. Many suggestions might be given, in 
reference to improvements and additions, which would be 
beneficial to the school. It must necessarily be so, where 
there is so broad a field in which to work. 
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Deeply conscious of the responsible task intrusted to 
them, and conscious, too, of the many things which must be 
left undone, the teachers join in sincerely hoping that the 
general work of the school is progress, and that its pupils 
may reflect honor and blessing upon their native town.

Appendix. 


I have made some suggestions touching further improvement in the schools, in 
several directions. Since then the business outlook of the town has materially 
changed. It would seem now, that whatever saving of expense can be made 
should be used to reduce our tax levy. Our appropriations for educational pur- 
poses, in years past, have been very liberal,—larger than most towns of our valua- 
tion,—but the statement that ‘‘our schools are better than in most such towns,” is 
not based upon my own judgment or observation. What the future may develop 
in the line of business for the town, is, of course, impossible to foresee, but one 
thing is certainly true, we cannot afford to allow our children to grow up in ignorance. 
The appropriations for schools to be made at the annual meeting, will, I presume, 
receive the thoughtful consideration of the tax-payers. Upon their wisdom and good 
judgment I rest the whole matter.
